A Notice of Allowability was mailed on September 6, 2005, indicating the 
Issue Fee was due by December 6, 2005. The Issue Fee Transmittal attached thereto 
incorrectly identified the Applicant as a large entity, and therefore listed the fees due 
as $1700 ($1400 Issue Fee, $300 Publication Fee).
